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What is claimed is: 

1. Apparatus for storage and display oi 
discrete increments of information to a subscriber at 
a receiving location comprising: 

(a) data storage means for storage/of discrete 
increments of information; 

(b) programmable data processor' means for 
selecting, transmitting and processing of said 
discrete increments of inf ormatioh, 

(c) subscriber signal generating means for 
generation of an authorization/signal authorizing 
subscriber access to said programmable data processor 
means and for generation of/a selection signal which 
instructs said programmable data pp^cessor means 
which discrete increment/ of stored information to 
access and display; 

(d) discrete infiormaticm d^spla^ means enabling 
reception from said i/rograinmabLs da^at processor means 
and data storage me^ans of at least one discrete 
increment of information for display to a subscriber 
responsive to sa^ra subscriber signal generating 
means. 



2. The/apparatus of claim 1 further comprising 
subscriber data compilation and storage means, 
responsive to said subscriber signal generating 
means, for/ enabling storage and compilation of 
subscriber discrete selection data information 
correlated to subscriber authorization signal data. 



3./ The apparatus of claim 1 wherein said 
subscriber signal generating means comprises a UBC 
bar code reader which reads a subscriber membership 
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card to generate said authorization signal and iffhich 
reads a UBC bar code on the packaging of a prdduct 
which corresponds to said discrete increments of 
stored information to generate said selection signal. 
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4. Apparatus for storage, selection and 
display of digitized, compressed audi/5 and video 
information comprising: 

(a) data storage means for storage of 
digitized, compressed audio and j/ideo information; 

(b) programmable data processor means for 
selecting, transmitting and processing of said stored 
audio and video informations 

(c) subscriber signal generating means for 
generation of an authorisation siqja^l authorizing 
subscriber access to said prograaMtiable data processor 
means and for generation of a ^election signal which 
instructs said programmable d^atA processor means 
which stored audio ajtd video/ iMf ormajcion to access 
and display; and 

(d) audio and video information display means 
enabling reception from said programmable data 
processor means and data storage means of audio and 
video information for display to a subscriber 
responsive to £aid subscriber signal generation 
means . 
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5. Thfe apparatus of claim 4 wherein said 
subscriber signal generating means comprises a UBC 
bar code reader which reads a subscriber membership 
card to generate said authorization signal and which 
reads a UBC bar code on the package of an audio 
product which corresponds to said stored audio and 
video information to generate said selection signal. 
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6. The apparatus of claim 4 /further comprising 
subscriber data compilation and storage means, 
responsive to said subscriber signal generating 
means, for enabling storage andr compilation of 
subscriber audio and video information selection data 
correlated to subscriber authorization signal data. 

7. The apparatus of /claim 4 further comprising 
sale initiation means for /initiating the sale of an 
audio product in response to said subscriber signal 
generating means. 



8. An audio/ video kiosk apparatus for 
previewing audio products which comprises: 

(a) compact disc storage means for storing 
fragments of the audAo 
a plurality of compact

9. The Apparatus of claim 8 further comprising 
data recording means for recording the number of 
times a fragment is selected by the bar code reader 
means . 



10. A/ method for previewing audio products 
which are iaarked with UBC bar codes at a kiosk which 
comprises the steps of:
